Combat Courage Needed 


In Goodwill—Sen. Douglas 


MACON, Ga., Feb. 22 


()—Sen. Paul H. Douglas 


(D-Ill) said here Tuesday night that sometimes the active 
practice “of the public good requires a higher type of 
courage than that required of the combat soldier.” 


The former college professor, 
Chicago politican and Marine 
Corps officer told a joint meet- 
ing of Macon Civic clubs: 

‘‘Whereas our military enemies 
seek only to destroy the body but 
leave the soul unscathed and 
one’s good name unblemished, 
the first efforts of political oppo- 
nents seem so often to be con- 
centrated upon the ruining of 
one’s reputation and the embit- 
terment of one’s soul. 


REAL TEST 


As the real test of the ‘“‘sun- 
shine patriot and summer sol- 
dier’’ comes when he must ad- 
vance in face of fire, Douglas 
said, so the test of those who 
profess devotion to the common 
good “‘is whether they are willing 
to work for it; to ring doorbells 
of an indifferent citizenry and to 
brave the opposition of the power- 
ful forces of entrenched greed.’”’ 

“He who would defend the com- 
mon good,’ the senator added, 
“must be ready to _ sacrifice 
leisure and frequently even his 
own reputation.. For special priv- 
ilege is nearly always ready to 
besmirch the good name of those 
who venture forth against it.’’ 

An intimate of the classics of 


school which advanced the theory 
that “art should not concern it- 
self, but should instead be de- 
veloped by and for its own sake,”’ 
Douglas said lives of its leaders 
“‘were stagnant pools of inaction 
not purified by wholesome par- 
ticipation in the stream of 
events.”’

It is easy to overdo the prac- 
tice of holding up the first trick 
when playing a notrump con- 
tract. But where danger lurks 
in some other suit, declarer will 
do well to win the opening lead 
and set about the business of es- 
tablishing nine tricks. Observe 
what might have happened to an 
incautious declarer in today's 
hand. | 

South opened with one diamond 
and North offered a single raise. 
This was preferablé to a tem- 
porizing bid of some kind. South, 
with 16 points in high cards, de- 
cided to take a chance on the 
club suit and tried two no trump 
which North gladly carried on to 
three. 

West opened the four of clubs. 
Declarer ducked in dummy and 
East’s queen held the trick. To 
persist with the club suit was ob- 
viously the height of futility, so 
East properly concluded that a 
shift to hearts was indicated. He 
chose for his return the seven of 
hearts. In the hope that East 
held the 10, declarer played low 
and West won the trick with the 
queen and returned the suit. De- 
clarer won in time to drive out 
the ace of diamonds and regis- 
ter 10 tricks on his game con- 
tract.

| Practice Health Rules 
| For Prevention of TB 


The prevention of tuberculosis 


' calls for practicing all the rules 
' of good health. Since the disease 


spreads like the common cold, 


the usual precautions against 


respiratory infections prevail. 


' The best way to avoid infection 


with tubercle bacilli is to elimi- 
nate the source. 


But here we run into diffi- 
culties because the source usu- 
ally is another human who may 
not know he has the malady. 
This is one reason why periodic 
X rays are advocated, so that 
early lesions can be detected. 


The person with active pul- 
monary tuberculosis discharges 
germs whenever he coughs, spits 
or sneezes. Such an individual 
jeopardizes your life and mine 
when he stands or sits next to us 
on a bus or in the subway. 
Germs that reach the dust on 
the floor or ground may be re- 
turned to the air by a gust of 
wind, while the organisms are 
still alive. This means that any- 
one in the vicinity can inhale 
them. 


The tuberculous also expose 
their family because everything 
they handle, including dishes, 
drinking glasses, silver and bed 
linen may contain the bacilli. 
Kissing ificreases the chances of 
acquiring the disease. 


Early diagnosis is difficult 
without X ray. Appearance is not 
a good criterion because many 
victims look healthy. How often 
we have heard’ the expression. 
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“He can’t have tuberculosis; he 
looks so well.’’ 


The initial manifestations may 
be vague and often are over- 
looked for weeks or months. Sus- 
picion ought to be aroused when- 
ever cough hangs on despite 
adequate treatment. Coughing or 
Spitting blood also is a sign of 
something amiss. 

Other warnings are afternoon 
rise in temperature, steady loss 
of weight, recurring chest pain, 
lack of appetite, and fatigye out 
of all proportion to the work 
done. 

Good health makes us more 
resistant to tuberculosis. A well- 
balanced diet, including milk, 
butter,. eggs, fruits, cereals, veg- 
etables, meat, fish, and cheese 
will bolster resistance. So will 
ample sleep, moderate exercise, 
sunshine, fresh air and the avoid-

Mother-in-Law 


Pain or Pleasure? 


A mother-in-law in the house can be either pain or plea 
and a good, clear understanding all around determines which. 
So I learned the other day at a little session the Atlanta 
section of the National Council of Jewish Women staged on the

problems of elderly people who must live with their children, 


I was one of those who sat in the audience and cried like a 
fool while a dramatic sketch called “The Room Upstairs’ un- 
folded on the stage. 


And I was in good company because handkerchiefs were out 
all around me and when it was over the well-known Emory 
psychiatrist, Dr. Carl Whitaker, who was there for the summing 
up, found himself unable to speak because of a huskiness in his 
voice and a dampness around the eyes. 


The problems presented on the stage were prosaic enough. 
Any household could probably top them with something really 
blood-curdling in mother-daughter or mother-in-law and son-in- 
law relations. But the fact that they were enacted by a skilled 
trio of actcrs hit most of us where we lived. 

Somehow you were able to identify yourself with each of 
the characters—the well-meaning son-in-law, the anxious daugh- 
ter, the sweet-faced mother, who felt unneeded afd unwanted 
no matter what they did to convince her otherwise. 

Arthur Sanders played the son-in-law, Ida Levin was the 
daughter, and Rose Klotz was the mother. Alice Cohn was a 
woman in the audience who posed the questions and asked help 
on situations in her own family. The production was directed by 
Hilda Stegall. 


When the simple story was ended it was easy to believe that 
most human beings who love each other and wish to live to- 
gether harmoniously can do it with a little patience and under- 
standing and complete frankness all around. 


Dr. Whitaker pointed up certain things to be learned from 
the play. The daughter appealed to the mother not to air the 
family’s privaie life in public and the mother said lightiy, ‘‘Oh, 
I’ve lots of private life I’ve no intention of airing.’’ The right to a 
few secrets, to keep some things to oneself, is important, the 
psychiatrist said. 

The fumbling and forgetfulness of the older woman irritated 
her daughter now and then but in a play it was easy to see that 
they were natural results of advancing age and something to 
accept with patience and good humor. 

*‘Until you have been old yourself you don’t have any idea of 
the panicky feeling of the imminence of death,’’ Dr. Whitaker 
said. 


The mother had a maddening habit of humming, which, 
tracked down, turned out to be linked entirely with great men- 
tal distress and was really indicative of a desire to weep and 
cry out for sympathy and affection. Her family was baffled when 
she could be gay and entertaining and full of conversation one 
moment and switch immediately into martyrdom the next. 


Advancing age does cause a decrease in oxygen retention in 
the brain cells, Dr. Whitaker pointed out, and it’s common for 
elderly people to engage in “sexy, risque double talk’’ for a short 
time but it cannot be sustained. 

A place of her own was of major importance to the older 
woman and she came to spend more and more time in her own 
room, even to doing her laundry in the lavatory and hanging it 
about her room instead of on the kitchen clothesline as her 
daughter begged her to do. . 

‘It's not that I want to hang my clothes in here!’”’ she cried 
out in real pain. “It’s just that I want to be ABLE to!” 

Any woman who has ever run her own household can under- 
stand that feeling and respect it. But, Dr. Whitaker warned, it’s 
a mistake to be afraid to be cross with elderly people. Simple 
crossness on both sides can be worked out but guilt and shame 
push people farther and farther from each other. 

“Be as straightforward and direct about problems as you 
can,’ he summed up,

“Did you have a nice time?”’ the 4-year-old was asked as he 
came home from a birthday party. 


**Y-e-e-e-s,"" he said slowly. 


“What did you do?” 

“Oh, I can’t remember. They 
took pictures of us all. Lots and 
lots of pictures. I know that. 

“All Mike’s grandparents were 
there, and lots of mothers, too.”’ 
He seemed exhausted, sighed 
heartily, and said, “Too many 
people.” 

“But you had birthday cake, 
didn’t you?” brightly. 

“No. We had cup cakes. The 
grownups ate the _ birthday 
cake.”’ 

Yet the party had been for a 
4-year-old. Whose party was it? 
What is a party for? 
PARENTS’ PARTY 

Dorothy M. Douglas of the To- 
ronto Institute of Child Study, 
writing in a recent bulletin of 
that institution, wonders whether 
children’s parties haven't turned 
into parents’ social obligations. 

Somewhere along the line the 
child and his enjoyment have 
been by-passed. Often a child’s 
party is used merely as an op- 
portunity to fimpress adult 
friends. 

Too often it turns into a ma- 
ternal coffee klatch with the chil- 
dren fending for themselves. The 
birthday cake, lighted candles 
and all, makes only a guest ap- 
pearance at the children’s table 
before the adults gorge on it. 

And gifts, which should be sec- 
ondarv to fun, are getting abso- 
lutely out of hand. They have be- 
come a contest; which mother 
can afford the most lavish ? 

Miss Douglas suggests: If the 
child is small, keep the party 
small. 

Keep it short: an hour is long 
enough for any child under 5. 

See that the guests are the 
child’s own friends. 

The menu should be light. 
Making the party a light meal 
at a regular meal time is a good 
idea. Have familiar dishes, in 
small servings. Make it all gay 
and pretty. 

A cake with candles is the cli- 
max to a child’s birthday, and 
should be placed before him to 
cut and share with his friends. 


KEEP IT CASUAL 


Under 5, children do not en- 
joy the planned party’ with 
games. Birthday parties for the 
2 and 3-year-old are best restrict- 
ed to the family circle. The 4 
year-old may be ready for a few 
singing games or familiar circle 
games. 

He also likes playing with the 
host’s toys, blowing bubbles, cut- 
ting out, or playing with model- 
ing clay. ; 

A story or music is good to col- 
lect and quiet the guests while 


refreshments are being served, 
but in general all a child of this 
age wants is to play with toys 
he doesn’t have at home, to 
have some refreshments, and to 
be able to take home a favor or 
napkin. 

“Mothers,” Miss Douglas 
adds, “should get together and 
decide how to keep the pressure

Leads Strenuous Life

There’s never a dull moment in the life of Ambassador Clare 
Luce, our envoy to Rome. The tithe Madam Ambassador sounds 
glamorous, but judging from a typical week's activities, the role 
calls for one-fourth glamour girl and three-fourths truck horse. 
Mrs. Luce, chatting informally to members of the Women’s 
National Press Club, gave us a rough idea of what the job really 
entails. 

Her day ‘starts bright and 
early at 7:30 and often ends at 
1:00 the following morning. 
From 8:30 to 10, she catches up 
on the news and reports; then 
staff meetings and appointments 
until 1:00. Home for lunch at 
1:00, where inevitably there will 
be Americans coming in and 


perhaps she will have five or six 
Italian diplomats for lunch. 

It is the custom in Italy to 
start the business day between 
10:00 and 11:00 in the morning 
and take a siesta in the after- 
noon, followed by work from 
4:00 to 7:00. The office hours 
at the American Embassy have 
not been influenced by the lo- 
cale—they are the usual 8:30 to 


6:00. So the American Em- 
bassy keeps both the American 
and the Italian hours. After all, 
when in Rome... 


An important part of the work 
of a diplomat begins after 6:00. 
During the week, it is necessary 
to attend three or four official 
dinners. These start at 9, you 
sit down to the table at 10 and 
finish after 11. Also Mrs. Luce 
gives one or two dinners a week 
herself, so if she gets one night 
to have dinner home on a tray, 
she’s lucky. 


In the course of the week she 
is invited to numerous cocktail 
parties, and someone in the em- 
bassy is sure to point out that 
Madam really should attend. If 
that’s impossible, one sends a 
Minister Counselor but, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Luce, that isn't 
cricket if the Ambassador is 
alive and on her feet. 


Because of all this official en- 
tertainment, Clare Luce gained 
7 unwanted pounds, even though 
she tries to curb the calories. 
This presents a clothes prob- 
lem and little time is left in her 
busy life for shopping. And 
clothes a lady Ambassador must 
have! SMe has to dress three 
times daily—for business, then 
for the after office hours af- 
fairs, and finally for the formal 
evening dinners which are very 
dress-up.

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Cook. Classes 
Money Woes 
As Challenge 


Constitution State News Service 

ALBANY, Feb. 22—A member 
of the State Problems Study Com- 
mittee doesn’t see a financial 
“crisis’’ facing Georgia. 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook re- 
gards the problem of financing 
expanded state services as a 
‘“challenge,”’ not a crisis.”’ Cook, 
a member of the committee 
which has the responsibility for 
finding the answer to the state 
problems, addressed the Albany 
Rotary Club Tuesday. 

The attorney general regarded 
the problem as “growing pains”’ 
in this fast-expanding state. 

“To say that we will not ac- 
cept this challenge is unthink- 
able,”’ Cook stated. ‘‘To provide 
educational, health, welfare, and 
highway programs for the citi- 
zens of our own growing state 
is a responsibility we cannot af- 
ford to shirk. To fail to measure 
up to that responsibility now 
could result in the loss of the 
solid gains we have made. The 
cost can rightly be regarded as 


the price of progress. And I, for 


one, do not choose to place the| 


dollar mark about the future of 
our state.’” 

Cook repeated his statement, 
made before civic clubs else- 
where in Georgia, that the state 
will need to raise an additional 
60 million dollars before the end 
of Gov. Griffin’s four-year ad- 
ministration if it wishes to avoid 
cuts in state services. He said 
it would require a total of 110 
million dollars in additional 
money if the state finances the 
adequate education program. 

Cook saw no way to raise this 
sum by economies in govern- 
ment, better collection of pres- 
ent taxes, or paring down re- 
quests of state agencies. If the 
additional services are to come, 
they will have to be accompanied 
by new taxes, he said.
